War News of the Week. 

The city of Santiago de Cuba was surrend¬ 
ered to Gen. Shafter at three o’clock yester¬ 
day afternoon. For the past several days 
negotiations for the surrender were pa-ssing 
between the two commanders, but the terms 
of the surrender are those offered by Presi¬ 
dent McKinley. The Spanish soldiers cap¬ 
tured, estimated at alwut 10,000 men, 
be sent back to Spain. The United States 
gains control of the city of Santiago and all 
the terriUiry of eastern Cuba from Assera- 
deros on the south to Sagua on the north. 
The authorities are highly gratified at the 
termination of the siege. It has now been 
progress aliout two weeks, during which 
time an iron-clad squadron has been de¬ 
stroyed, nearly a thousand Spanish sailors 
drowned and killed, and many hundreds of 
Spanish soldiers killed. The American 
forces in the first two or three days of light¬ 
ing lost about ‘250 killed and 2000 wounded. 

If it had been necessary to storm the city 
our loss would have lieen much greater. 
Yellow fever is making its appearance in the 
army and the surrender, which will allow 
the withdrawal of our troops from this 
tion, with the exception of a few imiimne 
regiments for guard duty, comes most 
timely. 

A large supply of arms, ammunition, uni¬ 
forms and food was successfully lauded at 
Palo Alto the third of July from the lilihust- 
ering ships Florida and Fanita, and turned 
the Cubans. The lauding was made 
under a heavy fire from shore. 

i. Merritt on his way to Manilla has ar¬ 
rived at Honolulu. The Monterey, the pow¬ 
erful monitor going to the reinforcement of 
Dewey’s squadron, left Honoliilii for the 
Philippines the 1st of July. 

The expedition against PorUi Rico will go 
forward as soon as possible and will be com¬ 
manded in person by Gen. Miles. He will 
take with him a force of about ‘25,000 
which it is thought will be sufficient. The 
navy is ready to do iUs share of the work and 
be of more assistance than at Santiago, 
because the vessels can approach the town 
more closely without fear of mines. 

Wednesday, July Gth, the Insurgents in 
the Philippines reported to Admiral Dewey 
that the German gunboat Irene refused to 
permit them to attack the Spaniards 
Grande Island, in Subic bay. Admi 
Dewey at once sent the Raleigh and the 
Concord to investigate. On entering the 
hay they fired upon the Spanish forts and 
the Gorman warship withdrew. The Span¬ 
iards surrendered to the American officers, 
the prisoners numbering 50

A kitchen table lately placed ou the 
market contains a zinc lined bread cabinet, 
four drawers in front and two at the end, 
large enough to hold ‘25 pounds of meal. It 
has a rolling pin and loose kneading board, 
which fit on top of tho Hour bin when not 
needed for use. This kitchen table is made 
of sheet iron. It is japaned on the outside 
and tinned inside. It has a strainer that 
just fits and is oval in shape. 

A rotary nutmeg grater is among the late 
novelties in this lino. It has a handle and 
wire spring, the latter exerting a pressure 
on tho nutmeg, so that all the nut can be i 
used. 

Another useful article is a grater inteuded 
for grating horse radish, vegetables, cheese, 
chocolate, almonds, walnuts aud cocoanut. 
By turning or pushing the handle the ma¬ 
terial to be grated is pushed or forced against 
a toothed disk.

THE ELECTRIC ROAD. 

A New Time Table Went Into EWect 
Monday. 

A new time table went into effect 
electric road Monday. At 0 a. m. a car 
leaves Palmer for Boudsville only, connect 
ing witli tbe train at that village on tbe 
Central Massacbusetts railroad for Boston. 

In tbe morning a car leaves Palmer for 
Three Rivers and Bondsville on tbe half of 
each hour; cars leave Three Rivers for 
Palmer at each hour, leave Bondsville for 
Three Rivers and Palmer at 15 minutes of 
each hour and leave Three Rivers for Bouds¬ 
ville at 15 minutes past each hour. Passen¬ 
gers for Bondsville wait at Four Corners ‘JO 
minutes. In the afternoon and evening cars 
leave Palmer for Three Rivers and Bonds¬ 
ville every half hour, those leaving 
hour connecting with cars for Bondsville 
without wait. Passengers should take 
those, otherwise a wait of 20 minutes 
necessary. Cars leave Three Rivera for 
Palmer on the hour and every half hour. 
They leave Bondsville for Palmer and 
Three Rivers at 15 minutes of each hour and 
leave Three Rivers for Bondsville at 
minutes past each hour. Cars are run on 
tbe Bondsville line hut once an hour 
account of light traffic. Cars from Palmer 
for Three Rivers and Bondsville and vice 
versa connect with cars at Lake Junction for 
Forest Lake. In the morning cars leaving 
Forest Lake for the junction on the half 
each hour, beginning with 9 connect with

leaving on the hour connect with cars for 
Palmer. In the afternoon and evening cars 
leave Forest Lake for the junction 
hour and every half hour, connecting with 
cars for Three Rivers.

A HOT OAHE OF BALL. 

Last Saturday’s Game Between Palmer 
and Thorndike. 

The second game in the 
championship series lietween 
the Palmer and Thorndike ball 
teams was played on the 
church grounds, Thorndike, 
Saturday atu-rnoon. On ac¬ 
count of poor umpiring and the 
intense rivalry existing be¬ 
tween the teams, the game was 
marred by kicking and finally in the first 
half of the 0 th inning, with the score 10 to 8 
Palmer’s favor, Thorndike kicked on 
decision of Umpire Sheehan and refused 
finish the game. Aside from the kicking the 
game was a pretty one. The Thorndikes 
were strengthened by the addition of Shea, 
late of Brockton, and Siigrue, the well- 
known Danbury player. The former caught 
fine game, throwing exceptionally well 
bases, hut marred his good work by 
‘scaly” playing. In the first inning he in¬ 
terfered with Nelson at the plate and pre¬ 
vented him from fielding a ball, on which he 
stood a good chance to retire a runner, 
the second inning he hold Shaw’s bat, pre¬ 
venting him from hitting at the ball, which 
the uuipire called a strike, making three. 

Such playing may lie practiced by the men 
the league, hut it is altogether out of 
place in an amateur game. Sugruo played 
well in the field, and iu the first inning 
made a phenomenal throw from the woods 
in left to the plate, catching Lane by a few j 
feet. Austin of Greenfield pitched a strong 
game for Palmer, allowing the heavy Thorn¬ 
dike batters but seven hits. Connor’s bat¬ 
ting was a feature. Three times he sent the 
ball into the woods for two base hits and 
curing another single in four times at the 
hat. Davis was hit hard in the fourth inning 
when five hiUs, two of them two-baggers and 
a home run, were made off him. Key 
fielded magnificently. 

Collins opened the game for Thorndike 
and went out, Austin to Shaw. Kelliher | 
followed suit, via Cunningham and Shaw. 
Shea got his base on balls, stole second, 
Sugruo was given his base on balls, lioth 
scaring on Kennedy’s hit to left. Fay flew 
out to Connor. For Palmer Lane hit to 
Lougtine, who fumbled. Connor hit for two 
bases into the woods and Lane was caught 
trying for the plate by a pretty throw by 
Sugrue. Donovan hit safely to right, 
scoring Connor. E. Nelson was given his 
base on balls and was forced by Cunning¬ 
ham. In the second Thorndike secured four 
runs on a two base hit by Longtine and 
singles by Danihy, Collins and Kelliher. 
Palmer was retired in order iu the half and 
Thorndike failed to score iu the first of the 
third. Palmer made one on a hit by Austin 
and two-bagger by Connor. In the fourth 
none were comii g Thorndike’s way, while 
Palmer opened up on Davis in a lively 
fashion. Shaw started the assault with a 
single. Key was hit with the ball, Austin 
Hew out to Fay, Lane struck out, Connor 
made his third two-hagger, Longtine threw 
in an error. Nelson hit lor a single, Cun¬ 
ningham put in a homer over the fence, 
Shaw came along again with a two base hit. 
Key finally ending it by going out. Seven 
runs was the result. Thorndike went out in 
order in the filth, while Palmer made one 
more run on hits by Austin, Lane and 
Connor. In the next inning the big kick 
arose and it was not made without cause. 
The decision which caused it was one which 
never before in the history of baseball in 
Thorndike has had to have been mails by an 
umpire. Austin was a little bit wild and 
base on balls, an error and a hit filled the 
bases. Bases on balls to Shea and Sugrue 
forced in two runs. Excitement among 
Thorndike rooters was at a fever heat. 
Kennedy hit a high fly to left which lookeil 
as if would go away into the words.

The umpire did not see the ball 
strike a limb or tree so as to bound and 
would not change his decision, and as 
Thorndike refused to play declared the 
game in favor of Palmer, 9 to 0. 

The correctness of Umpire Sheehan’s de¬ 
cision is a matter of doubt. People who 
were near the wooils at the time say that the 
ball did not strike a tree, but merely rustled 
through some of the pine firs 
while others say that it hit a limb. If it 
struck the slightest object, according 
strict interpretation of the rules, Thorn¬ 
dike was right in their stand. But consider¬ 
ing the fact that the rales are made applica¬ 
ble to ball fields where there are no woods or 
obstructions within the designated number 
of feet for the length of the field, there is 
good reason for raising the question. Was 
the rule intended to apply in a case where 
woods occupied the greater portion of one of 
the outfields? An answer in the negative 
could justly be given, when it is considered 
that on fields where a fence is within the 
prescribed distance a hit over it is good for 
two bases only, while a hit over a fence the 
proper distance from the plate is good for a 
home run, showing that on fields not cor¬ 
rectly laid out as to distance, a modification 
of the rules is permissable. The matter 
should be covered by a ground rule, which 
will remove all possibility of a kick should 
the incident happen again. The score:

LETTER FROM SANTIAGO DE CUBA. 

From a Thorndike Boy Who Saw Some 
Heavy Fighting. 

James D. McFarlane, a Thorndike boy, 
who is now at Santiago de Cuba, and took 
part in the battle liefore the city, sends the 
following interesting letter to his father, 
who residcji iu Thorndike: 

Santiago i>k Ciiiia, I 
July 4th, 1898. 1 

Dear Father:—\ received your lettar all 
right. The 1st of July we had a fearful bat¬ 
tle; our regiment lost 31 men and !lii 
wounded. It was almost all bushwhacking. 
The Spanish were in entrenchments and 
block houses (a kind of fort). We fought 
from G.:i0a. in. until about 5 p. in. and took 
the block houses away and also captured 90 
Spaniards. We marched almost all night 
and were under a fearful fire on the 2 d and 
until 12 at noon of the 3d. At 12 o’clock of 
the .’hi we run a flag of truce into their hues 
Ui hold a consultation with them. Wo Uild 
them we would give them 24 hours to sur- 
der so I suppose by 12 o’clock this 
we will know what is what. 
Admiral Sampson sank all their fleet 
yesterday morning; we heard the guns 
booming for hours. Sampson lost only two 
small vessels, I believe. We are camped 
about one and one half miles from the city. 
Our hoys took some fine positions away from 
the enemy with the help of the artillery. 
It is hard Ui write here; I am all sweat and 
grease and sitting all humped up in my tent. 
My clothes haven’t been washeil for weeks. 
I did not get your letter for fifteen days; I 
got it the last of June and it was mailed the 
15th. I saw the ‘Jd Mass. Regt. a few days 
ago and saw one of the Lyons and one of 
the Shea boys, both of Thorndike. I don t 
know bow ioug I will have to wait before I 
can mail this, hut 1 will mall it as soon as 
possible. I can’t give you any more news 
now, but if the Spaniards don’t give up the 
city we will have to fight for it. Hoping to 
hear from you soon. Your son.

A Camp Meeting More Than Fifty Years] 
Ago. 

Kilitor of the rainier Journal: The account 
.a the JouiLVAL of the late camp meeting at 
Forest Like calls to mind a somewhat simi¬ 
lar meeting in Palmer 65 years ago, soon 
after I began my ministry there. What is 
now a thriving popular resort was then simply 
Newell’s pond,” and only one house within 
considerable distance. In my parish calls 
. used to ride hy it, admiring the placid little 
lake, hut never dreaming of its future fame 
and usefulness as a health resort and place 
for public gatherings and religious meeUngs. 
The meeting referred to was held at Three 
Rivers, in ami around the Baptist church, by 
Wiliiam Miller, the famous Adventist, who 
claimed that tlie world was surely coming to 
its end in 1813 1 And everybody was urged to 
he ready without delay for that sublime 
summation. Multitudes from far aud 
assembled lor sucee.ssivo day.s and nights to 
hear of the impending doom of the wicked 
and the glorious a-sceiision of the righteous 
with the risen Lord. Mr. Miller was a man 
of considerable ability, and was doubtless 
sincere in his belief of the speedy approach 
of the great event; but he lived long enough 
to see that his prophecy was false, as many 
others have done, who have attempted to set 
the day or the year which the Creator has 
seen fit to withhold from angels and men. 
Some of the members of churches in the 
neiglihorhood were attracted to these meet¬ 
ings. One of my own good deacons left his 
cliurch and pastor on the Sabbath to hear Mr. 
Miller. I told him frankly that if the others 
had done as ho did, without mutual consent, 

I should never preach again to that congre- . 
gallon. He saw the point, for be was a good 
friend to his pastor. I should hardly he so 
strict with him now in a similar cmc. The 
semi-religious and theological fads are so 
numerous in these latter days, that some 
greater liberty must be granted than was 
customary then. A larger liberty of 
pretation, within sound and reasonable 
hounds, must also be conceded, than once 
would have been deemed safe or proper. 
The last verse of Dr. O. W. Holmes’s magnifi¬ 
cent hymn was written within the last fifty 
years, hut will be good for more than fifty 
years to come:

BUMMER CARE OF HOUSE PLANTS. 


When Juno comes, tlie woman who ba.s 
planus will begin to wonder what slio bad 
better do willi them during the summer. 
Shall she put them in tlie ground or keep 
them in their poU? Many decide in favor of 
the first plan, liccause plants in tlie ground 
will take care of tliemselves. But the labor 
thus saveil will more than be offset by that 
which must iK) expended on them when they 
are lifted and potted in fall. And it sliould 
bo borne in mind that plants lifted and 
potted in September cannot fail to receive a 
severe check at precisely tlie time when 
growth aud development should not lio in¬ 
terfered with. Two or three weeks later 
they will have to be taken into the bouse, 
and they will not have recovered from the 
injury done by mutilating aud disturbing 
their roots. Their vitality will he weakened, 
and this will make them all the more sus¬ 
ceptible to the dehilitatiug effects of a re¬ 
moval to the house, where tliey will get 
more heat and less fresh air than tliey need. 
The combination of the.se unfavorable in- 
tluences puts the plants at a great disad¬ 
vantage, aud gives them a set-back from 
which they will not recover for months. 
Because of this I never advLse anyone to 
nut her plants out in the garden during sum-

A QUARRY MAN KILLED. 


By 


the Accidental Explosion of a Dyna¬ 
mite Cartridge. 

One of the worst acciilenta that haa hap¬ 
pened at the quarry for many years took 
place altoHt 8.:«) o’clock yesterday morning, 
when .Uoberl J. Fleming, an employe of the 
W. N. Flyut Granite Company, was iusUut- 
ly killed by dynamite at the trap rock plant. 

Mr. Fh-miug has been employed by the com¬ 
pany for a great many years, has had charge 
of the dynamite for several years, and 
cx>nsidered very eflicient. It was the first 
hla.st in the morning, and five cartridges are 
generally set off together. Only four of 
them exploded, and Fleming took up the 
filth one to examine it when suddenly 
ploded in his hands. One arm was to 
alsive the wrist, while on the other the 
fingers wore taken off, ami the body man- 
gleil ami bruised. The body was viewed by 
Medical Examiner Holbrook of Palmer and 
was then nmoved to Bradway’s under¬ 
taking rooms. Mr. Fleming was about 
filty-three years old and leaves a widow, three 
sisters and a moiber. The funeral was held 
this afternoon at the house at 2 30 o’clock.

War News. 

Seven thousand Spanish soldiers at 
Guantanamo laid down their arms Monday 
and 3500 more from Palma Soriano, San 
Luis and Longo surrendered on Sunday. 
The latter troops at first refused to sur¬ 
render, not believing that Santiago had 
surrendered, but a Spanish officer who was 
present with the party sent to receive the 
surrender convinced them that such was 
the fact. All the surrendereil troops are 
suffering from disease and starvation, and 
rations and medical relief were at once dis¬ 
patched to them. They showed great de¬ 
light when informed that they were to be 
sent back to Spain. 

The official reports of our naval officers 
who took part in the naval battle before 
Santiago when the fleet of Admiral Cervera 
was destroyed were given out at ■Washing¬ 
ton Wednesday. From them the exact 
account of the battle can be obtained and 
they are very interesting reading. 

The Spanish government made a definite 
oiX'p toward suing for peace Tuesday, when 
the French embassador, M. Camlwn, called 
at the White House and in an interview 
with the President stated that he came at 
the direi-.t request of the Spanish government 
ask if the United States would consider 
terms of peace. He delivered to tho presi¬ 
dent a message from Madrid looking to the 
termination of the war and settlement of 
terms of peace. The President informed the 
emhassailor that he would consult his cabi¬ 
net and the latter then withdrew, expressing 
his gratifleation at the courtesy of his 
ception and his hope that his mission would 
bring liappy results for both the United 
States and Spain. The officials in Washing¬ 
ton have been in consultation regarding] 
Spain’s note suing for peace and a reply will 
probably l>e sent to Spain by to-day or to¬ 
morrow. Its tenor is being closely guarded 
by the administratiou officials, hut is thought 
on good authority that it is the intention of 
the government to n-gaiu i-.ontrol of Cuba 
auil Porto Rii-o aud give hai-k the Philipines, 
excepting a coaling station. Reports say 
that Madrid papers consider the terms of 
peace attributed to President McKinley as 
being very acceptable. 

The Porto Rican expedition under Gen. 
Miles arrived at Quanica Monday and made 
a successful landing, without any opposi¬ 
tion. A little skirmish took place between 
the Spaniards and a force of men from the 
Gloucester, which entered the harbor, 
which the Spaniards were defeated, losing 
four men. No Americans were hurt. Guanica, 
where the troops have landed, is on tho 
southern coast of the island and is a small 
town of 1000 inhabitants. It is about 25 miles 
distant from Ponce and 05 miles from 
Juan, against which city the assault is to be 
made. It has a good harbor and transports 
and heavy vessels can anchor within 200 
yards of the shore. Nothing was heard from 
Miles yesterday and he is now believed to be 
pushing toward San Juan. An expedition 
to reinforce Miles sailed from Newport News 
yesterday afternoon and in a few days Miles’ 
campaign against Porto Rico will be in full 
operation. Reports state that Spanish troops 
Porto Rico are being withdrawn from the 
outlying towns and are being conceutraU-d 
at San Juan. The defenses of the city are 


being considered as a good place to establish 
a camp for the battle scarred soldiers of 
Shafter’s army. 

Many warships of various countries are 
gathering at the Philipino islands. Four 
Russian vessels have sailed from Port Arthur 
with the islands as their destination and a 
like number of Japanese warships have 
gone to reinforce Japan’s squadron there, 
which makes it the strongest in those waters. 
It is said in dispatches that in case of inter¬ 
national complications the Japanese fleet 
has been ordered to co-operate with the 
British and American admirals. 

There was a remarkable demonstration at 
Portsmouth, N. H., last Saturday evening. 
As the United States gunboat Frolic passed 
Camp Long, on Seavey’s island, where the 
captured sailors of Admiral Cervera’s fleet 
are confined, the prisoners greeted the vessel 
with cheers and waving of hands. This is 
regarded as an expression of gratitude for 
the kind treatment they are receiving at the 
hands of their captors. 


Lewis Warner, the fugitive bank president 
of Northampton, was arrested in Louisville, 
Ky., Saturday afternoon by detectives, 
few days previous to his arrest a traveling 
man from Hatfield saw Warner upon the 
street and recognizing him informed the 
police that he was in the city, with the above 
result. At first he pretended to be a New 
York business man and showed considerable 
indignation over his treatment, but later 
confessed. Ever since his flight from North¬ 
ampton he has Iweu staying in Louisville. 
Chief of Police Maynard and Sheriff Clark 
of Northampton went to Louisville at once 
and took charge of the prisoner. Requisi¬ 
tion papers were secured by District At¬ 
torney Hammond and forwarded to the 
officers, who will start for Northampton with 
Warner to-day, and it is thought that they 
will reach Northampton about 51 o' 
Saturday evening. The anuouucement of 
his arrest Saturday night causiHl great ex¬ 
citement in Northampton, almost equal 
that caused by the flight.

The Angel of Death does not rely wholly 
upon the missiles of the enemy to slay his 
victims among the soldiers. In numerous 
guises he lurks alwut the camps, rising up 
and striking the fatal blow. Sickm^s is a fav¬ 
orite ghise of his and by this means many fall. 
The 9th Mass, regiment has been especially 
unfortunate in this respect, three of its com¬ 
manding officers having died, and its Lieu¬ 
tenant Colonel is at present in quarantine, 
recovering from an attack of the yellow 
fever. Massachusetts mourns the loss of 
these gallant officers; particularly is she 
grieved at the death of Col. Frtsl Bogan, 
which occurred at his homo in Boston Tues¬ 
day. He arrived home some days ago suffer¬ 
ing from illsease contracted at Santiago, hav¬ 
ing been sent north by the regimental sur¬ 
geon. He was a very popular man in Bos¬ 
ton and was greatly loved by the boys of ids 
regiment; his death brings grief to hun¬ 
dreds, and is another illustration of the ter¬ 
rible dangers threatening our soldier boys in 
Cuba. His physician says that the Colonel j 
died from “lack of nutriment and his death 
is simply one of many murders,—the doing 
to death of our brave soldiers by starvation 
and neglect." Col. Bogan did not live long 
enough to tell of the sufferings of himself 
and his soldiers, Imt a few remarks he made 
are significant. “The boys are starving 
Aown there,” was one; and another, “Walt 
rHii thev get back and you’ll hear a story 
rhftt will make every American blush.” The 
Kt wordTte saitf were "My God, bring 
Ams brave men of my regiment hack, or 
theT'^11 die before Sunday. 


Railroad Roadbed Sprinkled with OH. 

A specially equipped car passed over the 
tracks of the Boston and Albany road be¬ 
tween Palmer and North Wilbraham Tues¬ 
day, sprinkling the roailbed with crude 
petroleum in order to lay the dust. Next to 
the sprinkler car was a tank ol oil, and be¬ 
yond that a locomotive. From the sides of 
the sprinkler car. near the ground, perfor¬ 
ated pipes projected which conld be swung 
out at right angles or drawn in parallel with j 
the car, being connected with the oil tank by 
four-inch pipes. The space between the 
rails, between the tracks and on each side 
of the tracks has been thoroughly soaked 
with the oil, which is said will lay the dust 
for an indefinite period, or until the surface 
of the ground is disturbed. Only one track 
is sprinkled at a time, and It takes about 
2000 gallons of oil per mile per single track. 
The experiment is being tried in various 
places along the line of tho road, on the east¬ 
ern end, and between Springfield and West- 
field. It is understood that a strip six miles 
east of Palmer will be oiled next week. 


A Long and Enviable Record. 

Charles A. Prescott, who recently resigned 
his position as engineer on the Boston and 
Albany road on account of ill health, has 
been in the employ of tho road in various 
capacities for more than thirty years, and in 
all that time has not had a black mark 
against his name on the liooks of the com¬ 
pany. Mr. Prescott Isigan as a water hoy on j 
Conductor Adams’s train, running between 
Springfield and Albany, but entered the 
engine department April Ist, 1868, as a labor¬ 
er in the engine house. After two years 
there ho was made a fireman and served nine 
years, being maile an engineer June Ist, 1879. 
This gives him a record of 19 years in charge 
of a locomotive, nearly all of the time in the 
passenger service, during which he has 
hauled all the various trains on the line 
between Albany and Boston, and secured 
unusually good record for careful running.

Palmer and Thorndike hasoball forces at the 
driving park Saturday afternoon, when the 
fourth fight of the championship war took 
place. After a sharp conflict, a regular 
‘•Dewey” victory perched itself on the ban. 
ner of the Palmer warriors. Six times dur- 
ing the battle did Conway’s “rough riders” 
encircle the bases, without being captured 
or killed, while the doughty soldiers under 
Lumau’s command were forced to retreat 
from the field without once having accom¬ 
plished the feat.

Last week it was heralded that “the begin¬ 
ning of the end,” meaning the end of the 
was near. Last Friday afternoon the end of 
the lieginniiig took place when Secretary 
Day for the United States and M. Gambon 
for Spain signed the protocol which forms 
the basis of a definite treaty of pejice. 
Orders were at once sent to the front for all 
hostilities to cease. The following is the 
contents of the protocol: 

1. Tliat Sjiain will relinquish all claim of 
sovereignty over and title to Cuba. 

•2. Tliat Porto Rico and oUier Spanish islands in 
the West Indies, and an island in the Ladroiies, h) 
lie selected by the I'nitod States, shall be cedeil to 
tlie latter. , , , , 

3. That the United States will occupy and hohl 
the city, bay and harbor of Manila, i>eiidiim the 
conclusion of a treaty of peace which shall deter¬ 
mine the control, disposition and government 
the Phlliiqiines. . „ 

4 That Cuba. Porto Rico, and other Snauiflli 
islands in the West Indies shall lie iinmediatoly 
evacuated, and that commissioners to be appoint¬ 
ed within 10 days shall, within 30 days from the 
signing of the protocol, meet at Havana and 
8ui Juan resiiectivoly, to arrange ami execute the 
details of the evacuation. 

6. 'Diat Uie United States and Spam will each 
aitiKiint not mure tliau live <M>iunnKa)ooer8 to 
negotiate and conclude a treaty of jieace. The 
commissioners are to meet at Paris not later than 
the Ist of Octolier. , ,

The Electric Lights., 
Considerable criticism has been heard this 
week concerning the service rendered by the 
Central Massachusetts Electric Company ' 
the matter of lights. The machinery has 
been run from four different locations since 
the fire of last March until this week, when 
it has all been installed in the new plant at 
Blanchardville. The setting up of the ma¬ 
chinery and the getting it into running order 
has been no small task, and no little trouble 
has been experienced in getting the various 
machines and the necessary shafting in 
touch with each other. It was expected to 
have the new water wheels in operation last 
evening, hut they were not quite ready, 
though they will lie in use to-night. The 
40-incb belt on the new engine, which has 
been in use for a week or more, had 
stretched so much yesterday that it was not 
safe to run it in the evening, and the engine 
had to be shut down, leaving all the work 
the old set of water wheels, which proved 
unequal to the task with the electric road 
using an unusual amount of power on ac¬ 
count of the large crowds being handled. 
The engine lielt has been repaired to-day, 
■ith both sets of water wheels will no 
doubt furnish plenty of light this evening. 
Two new lighting machines are being built 
for the company, hut will not be installed 
or three weeks yet.

A written com¬ 
plaint, signed by the writer, or a verbal com¬ 
plaint, will be investigated at once, and the 
name of the complainant held secret hy the 
board, who merely wish to know who is re¬ 
sponsible for the piotest.
